I'raeLical politicians, ns 
Sir John iMacdouald was in his day 
and as Sir Wilfrid Laurier now 's, 
(have never favored a eliam.-c in citliei- 
I'llie stains, or mellio'l of aiipoiiiiiii;;, 
nenators. It is a useful instrument fur 
the party iu power, espociaiiy- if the 
'auajority in the senate is in accord ^vitll 
jttho government, of the day.

and it alforils an nppiirlmiiiy lo .satisfy 
asiMi'ants for political honors, and heals 
anauy an awicward 'breach in the poli- 
Itical situation.
